No korbani could bé performed at Masdanga on account of Hindu 
interference and the Musalmans of the village asked for police help. Accord- 
ingly, the Police Inspector of Kalna and the Sub-Inspector of Manteswar 
proceeded to Masdanga and tried to preserve the peace. On the last day of 
the festival, however, signs of excitement were noticed among the Musalmans 
of the adjoining villages and the Hindus also began to combine against them, 
but no disturbance took place, owing to the timely presence of the District 
Magistrate and some police officers, who came to the village accompanied by a 
number of armed constables on the information of the Musalman zamindar of 
Kusumgram and the Hon’ble Maulvi Abul Kasim. 

2. The Dainik Basumati (Calcutta) of the 8th November has the 
following in connection with the Bakr-Id riots at 
Kanchanpur:— is 
| If, at the request of the Amir of Afghanistan, 

the Bakr-Id could have been celebrated at Delhi without cow-killing, can it be 
impossible for Musalmans to refrain from sacrificing cows in places where such 
a thing had never taken place before and is, therefore, likely to hurt Hindu 
religious feelings? From the economic point of view the slaughtering of cows 
is injurious to the interests of Hindus and Musalmans alike. The latter 
should therefore refrain from'doing so, irrespective of the religious suscepti- 
bilities of their Hindu brethren. A most lamentable incident occurred at 
Kanchanpur on the occasion of the last Bakr-Id. The matter is now under 
enquiry. We must, however, say that the authorities did not act prudently 
when they tried to disperse only one section of the rioters by threatening to 
shoot them. Religious frenzy makes men fearless of death, so the authorities 
ought to have tried to persuade both the Hindus and the Musalmans—no 
matter whichever side might have been the aggressors-—to desist from rioting 
by explaining the gravity of the offence to them instead of eg. | them. So 
_far as we are aware, the officials concerned failed in the proper perforn 
their duty. In fact, they committed a greater offence than the officials con-

cerned in the Komagata Maru riot. The facts of the Kanchanpur riot were 


published after considerable—we may say, undue—delay, and the Nayak and 
the A mrita Bazar Patrika took exception to the report. The reply which the 
Mohammadi gave to our contemporaries has simply astounded us. We are 
afraid we cannot endorse the views expressed by the Mohammadi regarding 
Musalmans having every right to sacrifice cows at whatever place they may 
reside; for if this had been the case, Hyderabad and Murshidabad would have 
been denuded of their Musalman population after the prohibition of cow- 
killing by the Nizam and the’ Nawab, respectively. The Mohammadi also 
accuses Hindus of preventing Musalmans from performing their religious 
rites and gives expression to views which are likely to set Hindus and Musal- 
mans against pas other.

protect.the life and property of decent millions. By the recent breaches in the © 


embankment more than a hundred square miles of land were submerged and 
incalculable damage was caused to ar trees and huts. Who is responsible 
for damages caused to the people? Let us trace the history of the embank- 
ment. This is a very old embankment existing from Muhammadan times, and 
down to the year 1845 was maintained by Government. In that year it was 


made over to the landholders through whose estates it runs.. A special clause 


was entered in their agreements with Government that they would hold them- 
selves responsible for the maintenance of the embankment and for the loss 
which might result from thetr neglect. At the time when this embankment 
was made over to the riparian proprietors, both the Commissioner and the 
Collector appear to have been of opinion that the structure had proved 
injurious to the neighbouring estates, as the sudden breaches in it caused 
inundation of a more disastrous character than if the water had been allowed to 
spread gradually. This opinion was expressed in 1845, but it has remained 
as a pious wish for three-fourths of a century. It appears that the riparian 
proprietors did not prove themselves equal to the duty entrusted to them. In 
the year 1866 a proposal was made that the embankment should be declared to 
be a public one, but this proposal was abandoned on the Maharaja of Tippera 
undertaking to keep the portion lying in his estate in repair and he executed an 
agreement to this effect on the 26th July 1878. Since then the Maharaja, 
according to the terms of the agreement, is responsible for maintain- 
ing the embankment. We do not know why the Maharaja took the responsi- 
bility to maintain the embankment when Government wanted to declare it to 
be a public one. Several breaches occurred in the embankment after it was 
placed under private management. In June 1868 a portion of the embank- 
ment about two miles west of the town gave way and caused a great stream of 
water to flow in a southern direction. About 15 square miles were submerged, 
and a large portion of the aus crops destroyed. In August 1875 the embank- 
ment gave way at a point about 4 miles above the town. It was estimated that 
about 100 square miles of land were submerged by this inundation and great 
damage was caused to the crops. Several breaches in the embankment caused 
considerable damage to crops from 1875 to 1906, but the climax was reached in 
1906. Last year also the embankment gave way at two points and serious 
damage was caused to crops over large tracts of country. This year the 
embankment was breached in four places. It has not yet been ascertained 
what damage has been caused to property, but its disastrous character can be 
imagined from the fact that the crops of two parganas, Maherkul and Ganga- 
mandal, have been totally destroyed, and mud houses, straw huts and valuable 
fruit trees have been destroyed by thousands. The western portion of the 
town was under four to five Peet of water for more than two weeks. We do not 
know how long this state of things will be allowed tocontinue. Last year there 
was a’ conference here, presided over by the Hon’ble Mr. Beatson Bell, and 
resolutions were passed, but the resolutions have not been crystallised into 
action. We hope Government will come to the rescue of the people.

The position of the Native States in India can in no way be compared with 
anything in the world, just as the Government of India itself has no counter. 
part anywhere. At the present Chiefs’ Conference no questions outside the 
agenda paper were discussed or raised by any of the Native Chiefs. They 
merely discussed the most ordinary subjects. : 
From the letter which His Excellency the Viceroy sent to the Native Chiefs, 


inviting them to attend the Conference, one does not find the name of the person 


who was to preside over it. According to rules, the Gaekwar of Baroda might 
have become the President. Before the Conference closed there was moved a 
vote of thanks to Mr. Dodd, the Political Secretary to the Government of India.

Nagendra Kumar Guba Ray. 


622. The Bengalee writes :—The whole country will be extremely pleased 
le tal to learn that the Bombay — Court has set aside 
the order of the District Magistrate of Poona 
binding Mr. Tilak over. The proceedings in the lower court were most extra- 
ordinary. Mr. Tilak’s speeches were aiivered in fluent Marathi. It would 
require an expert shorthand reporter to take down his speeches in full. The 
C.I.D reporters took only notes or summaries of the speeches. The person who 
translated the summaries into English was not called as a witness or offered 
for cross-examination. Counsel for the prosecution emphasised the fact 
that Mr. Tilak had on two, previous occasions been convicted of a similar 
offence before evidence had been gone into. This apparently led the Magis- 
trate to assume that Mr. Tilak must-have preached sedition. 


(h)\—General. 
623. The Amrita Bazar Patrika remarks :—It will be seen that the High 
Mr. B. G. Tilak. Court of Bombay has cancelled the security bond 


of Rs. 40,000 which Mr. Tilak was ordered to 
furnish by the Magistrate of Poona. Mr. Tilak’s escape from the iron grip of 
the Executive shows that the bureaucracy is not yet omnipotent in this country, 
and Justice now and then asserts her dominion. What. a curious position for 
the Government of Bombay! Why did it invite this humiliation? Mr. Tilak 
will proceed to England at the beginning of next year. The journal trusts he 
will take the opportunity of acquainting the British public with the history of 
the pitiless persecution to which he has been subjected by the bureaucracy since 
1897. It need hardly be stated that the result of his appeal will be received 
with universal Joy in India. | 
624. The Bengalee, commenting on the arguments in Mr. Tilak’s appeal 
Mr. Jilak’s case. case in the. Bombay High Court, writes :—Mr. 
| = Jinnah, who appeared for Mr. Tilak, claimed that 
the Civil Service could not be considered, as “ Government established by law ” 
within the meaning of section 124 A of the Indian Penal Code. Mr. Justice 
Batchelor, interposing while the Advocate-General was making a submission 
in this connection, pointed out that attacking an agent was astaening the Gov- 
ernment. The other argument traversed was that a profession of loyalty to 
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the King-Emperor was an answer to a charge of exciting disaffection towards 
the Government established by law. According to the learned J udge, a pro- 
fession of loyalty to the King-Emperor 1s quite compatible with exciting dis- 
affection towards the Government established by law in India. If this inter- 
pretation of the law is endorsed by other High Courts, all severe or fearless 
criticism of the Administration will become impossible, for every department 
of the public service and every individual officer is an agent of Government. 


625. The Bengalee writes:—At the Central Provinces and Berar 
Conference at Amraoti the Hon’ble Rao 
, Bahadur R. N. Mudholkar . moved a_ resolution 
for the repeal of the Press Act. He did not oppose the Bill when a 
member of the Governor-General’s Council and voted for it when it was 
passed. This past rose up against him when a delegate asked him why he 
had supported the measure whose repeal he now demanded. Mr. Mudholkar 
quite truthfuly replied that the Yuwgantar and some other, papers preached 
open violence and rebellion. Hereupon the redoubtable Mr. parde 
interposed with the remark that Mr. Mudholkar’s statement was false. An 
uproar followed, but Mr. Mudholkar had the good sense to throw oil on the 
troubled waters and the resolution was passed. The journal desires to say 
that Mr. Mudholkar acted throughout as an honourable man. If he 
supported the Press Bill, other representatives of the people, including the 
late Mr. Gokhale, whose lofty patriotism and absolute disinterestedness will 
ever remain above the breath of suspicion, did so, and one can hardly blame 
them. They were misled by the Statement of Objects and Reasons of the Bill, 
by some of the speeches made by certain official members, and they were 

undoubtedly influenced by the serious state of affairs at the time. They 
could have had no conception that the Press Act would be applied in the 
way in which it is now being used. What would the Indian members of 
the Imperial Legislative Council have thought in 1910 when the Press Bill 
was being passed if they had been told that two newspapers edited by Mrs. 
Besant in a Presidency in which no anarchist crimes, dacoities or murders, 
with one solitary exception, had occurred, would be called upon to deposit 
security and the first security would be forfeited, and the High Court of that 
Presidency, while acquitting Mrs. Besant of disloyalty or encouraging anar- 
chist crime, would declare itself unable, under the terms of the law, to set 
aside the order of forfeiture passed by the Local Government? Such a 
question never occurred to them. 


The accusing past. 


626. The Amrita Bazar Patrika, criticising the action of the Central 
Provinces Administration in prohibiting Mrs. 
Besant from attending a theosophical meeting at 
Amraoti, writes that it need hardly remind the 
reader how solemnly this religious liberty had been declared to be inviolable 
in the Proclamation of the great Queen Victoria, which pledge, again, has been, 
times without number, reaffirmed by her successors on the Throne and by 
respcnsible British statesmen and Indian Viceroys. Such a sacred privuege 
of the Indian people has been lightly tampered with by a heedless bureaucracy, 
regardless of the far-reaching consequences of their action. Mrs. Besant’s 
journey to Berar to deliver a few lectures on “ Theosophy ” could not, by any 
stretch of the imagination of even the Central Provinces Government, be taken 
to be political. Despite this knowledge, that Government deliberately went 
out of its way and interdicted Mrs. Besant from entering the provinces under 
its jurisdiction. -What is the weapon employed by that Administration to 
accomplish this object? Those sweeping and dangerous provisions of the 
Defence of India Act, which was enacted purely as a war measure and pass 

professedly for military purposes, for the defence of the Indian Empire 
against the King’s enemies, for the protection of arsenals and other military 
and naval works and for the prevention of communication with the enemy, are 
now utilised for the suppression of religious liberty, which is the birthright of 
every British subject. The journal has never disguised its whole-hearted 
objection to the Defence of India Act being resorted to even in the matter of 
internments when the ordinary penal laws of the land are sufficiently compre- 
hensive and elastic. It seems the public in India have yet to fully realise the 
situation, which means nothing less than this, that for the first time in the 
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annals of British rule in India, a short-sighted Administration has taken the | 

extremely obnoxious step of interfering with the religious liberties of the 

Indian peoples, whose one great solace in life is the knowledge that this liberty 

is entirely safe under the British Raj, sanctified, as it is, by a host of royal 
proclamations, legislative enactments, and the utterances of responsible men. 

[f this belief in the policy of religious neutrality on the part of the British 
Government once begins to get undermined among the ignorant masses, one 

of whose chief characteristics is religious fanaticism, the paper dreads to 

think what the consequences might be.
